narie, which requires it from.,you. For the-true 
ground whereof you may pleaſe to know, that in 
the Statute 12. Eliz. 3 2. whereby the Common 
Prater beoke rpw in uſe, was confirmed and eſta- 
bliſhed , itwas enacted, That if there ſhall happen 
any irreverence or conterypt to be uſed inthe Ceremg- 
nies or- Rites of the Church, by miſuſing the Orders 
appointed in the ſame : that then the Queenes Maje- 
#e, by the adviſe.of her. Commiſfioners for cauſes 
werlglarect , or of the Matropolitan, might ordeine 
or publiſh ſuch further Ceremonies or Rites as may be 
moſt for the advancemept of Gods glorie, the edifying 
of hu Charch , andthe daereverenceof Chrift's holy 
My#eries and Sacraments, A power not perſonal! 
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to the Queene onely; When ſhe ;WAS alivez but ſuch Spcr, 2. 
as was to bee continued alſo unto her fucceffours. 
So thatin caſe the Common prayer booke had deter- 
mined poſitively, that the Table ſhould be placed
